The whole scope and drift of this discourse seems in ­ 
te n d e d to d e m o n s tra te the necessity o f founding govern­ 
ment upon property, and to urge the literary men of 
the country to unite in directing public opinion, as the 
paramount law here, to tin assent to the soundness of 
this position. 
The 1 ’In Beta Kappa is a sort o f literary lodge, a kind 
of appendage to that musty old concern, Harvard Col­ 
lege. 
By uniting the literature, the wealth and the 
religion of society into one association, dm aristocratic 
paity, in accordance with their theory of government, 
hope to perpetuate their power. 
Put in these democratic 
days, the world have learned that literature and knowl­ 
edge are really no more synonymous, than are religion 
and virtue— that a 
Diploma from Harvard College is 
no certain proof of learning, more than a profession of 
religion is of moral honesty. 
The world have come to 
tho conclusion, tho fruits o f their experience, that mere 
men ol literature are not necessarily learned, or those 
without 
literature, 
uniformly 
ignorant. 
They have 
learned tlmt wealth does not gild a man’s heart,— that 
piety, unaccompanied by value, does not sanctify u 
man s character, and that unbelief in theological dog­ 
mas is compatible with great benevolence of feeling, 
and the utmost purity of character. 
The wise of the 
world lia\.‘ come to the conclusion that education con­ 
sists ol that mass ol information which is gathered from 
the time of ones birth to that of his death— that litera­ 
ture is but a small part ot this mass ; und much o f this 
small part, lor a II piactical purposes, is unavuiiublc. 
'Plie present generation value facts moro than words, 
ideas more than letters. 
They have found that self- 
taught men have clearer ¡dcust and are more procticul 
than tiiose bred in a college. 
This leads us to notice 
here, some facts connected with tho system o f educa­ 
tion ut Harvard < ollcge, for the influences of this insii- 
tution, the Alum Mater of the learned professions, so 
called, are invoked in aid of wealth to secure the pos­ 
session ol political power to the rich and the literary. 
The student on entering that College is strictly ex­ 
amined as to his qualifications, hut undergoes no exam­ 
ination when he receives his diploma, the very time of 
all others w hen lie ought to be examined. 
A student 
therefore once admitted, it he gives no personal offence 
to the government, and disobeys none of its bye-laws, 
can always count, in advance, on lus diploma, though 
he may know even Kss when he leaves than when he 
entered College. 
'1 his institution, too, is corroded hy 
the most narrow minded political and sectarian preju­ 
dices, and so far have they carried this pitiful and sel­ 
fish 
policy, that Huy’s Political Pconomy, a work 
w hich has served as a text book upon that 
subject for 
all Christendom, ever since it was published and known, 
hits been banished, unless we are misinformed, from 
Iiarvatd, because its doctrines were ut war with the 
interests of the American system gentry. 
It is people 
who are thus educated that were called upon by Mr Par­ 
sons, at tho celebration of a literary lodge,* to which 
the eyes of all the initiated are turned, to unite in </t- 
recting public opinion io the search of truth, and for 
the pubhc good, us he understands it— that is, to found 
government upon property. 
Hu rely this is asking the 
blind to lead those who can *ee. 
But do literary men 
seek more ardentiy, or are they more success!ul m dis­ 
covering truth, the great dkttderalutn in the opinion of 
Mt 1 arsons, as it should be of all the world, than other 
men? 
The literary, in other words, the college bred 
men, owing to the structure of our laws, fill the self- 
styled learned professions —they become lawyers, phy­ 
sicians, and priests, and thus enter into every town, 
village, huntlet, iiouse, and t.unily in the community', 
and hy a sot t ol trades union, endeavour so to mould 
public opinion as to make it subserve their interests.__ 
They m e constantly performing what Mr Parsons now 
calls upon them 
so earnestly 
to do. 
But with all 
these advantages, do yve find them less selfish, or more 
imbued with that knowledge, w Inch gives an impetus 
to
